propriations committee, approving 
budget cuts and making some of its 
own. turned out a treasury-post of- 
fice department appropriations bill 
today that was $60,862,722 less than 
the previous one. 


The committee said, however, "It 


should be borne in mind" ihat sev- 
eral deficiency appropriations might 
be necessary for the current fiscal 
vear. particularly for the federal 
and banks and the farm mortgage 
corporation, and would correspond- 
ngly diminish the saving. 
The bill carrying a total of $1 - 


515.552.286 for the two departments 
during the fiscal year beginning 
next July 1 won the committee's 
ipproval and went immediately to 
he house floor for debate. Leaders 
loped to pass it early next week. 


Old-Age Pensions 


The treasury total of $725.862627 
ompared to $791.606.955 for the 
•urrent fiscal period, included a re- 
appropriation of $115.000.000 for the 
old-age pensions reserve account 
which the committee listed as an 
unexpended balance from the cur- 
rent appropriation. 


Next year's item for the postof- 


fice department was $789,689,659 
compared to $784.748.053 for fiscal 
twelve-months ending next June 
30. 


The committee slashed $7.916,050 


from the budget bureau's estimates 
although it recommended substan- 
tial increases in some items, includ- 
ing $1,300,000 for domestic airmail.

to keep a still tongue, and he speaks of silence as a 
science. 


Mr. Carnegie, on the other hand, has taught thou- 


sands of bashful Americans to rear up in meeting and 
break the chains of reticence, and his friend Lowell 
Thomas, president of the Advertising club, writes:— 
"Nothing places one ahead of other men so quickly or 
suicly ai the ability to address an audience effective- 
ly." 


Although Mr. Carnegie and the Advertising club 


both disclaim any intention to create orators, there is 
reason for fear that they are giving medicine more 
dangerous than they know. 


The orator begins with no more sinister purpose

than to wow them at the next meeting of the sales 


organization or the neighborhood improvement league, but it is an es- 
tablished fact that in too many cases once a man or woman has heard the 
sound of his own voice from a flag-draped desk or soap box thereafter 
when he opens his lips let no dog bark. As a result, the national political

who ha\ e the more severe type, 
may recover completely.

Various Causes 


"Brighfs disease, using the term j 


inclusively, is caused by a change 
Irom the normal condition of the 
kidney such as a condition arising 
from irritation. Nephritis may re- 
sult from any one ol the following 
causes: 


1. By germ" themselves—bacteria 


of many kinds. 


2. By poisons produced by bac- 


teria in the kidneys or by poisons 
in infected tissues. 


3. By poisons caused by metals 


such as lead. 


4. By infections and intoxication 


resulting from mechanical interfer 
ence to the normal passage of urin 
produced by obstruction (e. g. from 
stones or an enlarged 
prostrat 
gland ) 


5. By abnormalities of 
growth 


such as cysts and benign or malig 
nant tumors, producing interfer 
ence in kidneys' function. 


Variety of Symptoms 


"As nephritis progresses other or 


gans may become disturbed, and i 
variety of symptoms may 
arise 


such as dizziness, nausea, vomiting 
perhaps diarrhea, severe headaches 
shortness of breath, swelling of fee 
and arms, enlargement of the abdo 
men .from fluid, and symptoms o 
congestion in Jungs and liver. A: 
the nephritis approaches its mos 
serious phase, unconsciousness may 
arise from uremic coma, and con 
vulsions may occur. 


"The disease comes as the after- 


math of some streptococcal infec- 
tion, such as scarlet fever, tonsthtis 
streptococcus throat or an infcctec 
ear or sinus. Since these diseases 
are common in childhood, it is es- 
pecially important to guard against 
Bright's disease during the younger 
period of life. Fortunately, by far 
•the majority of cases in childhood 
recover completely, especially those 
following scarlet _ fever. 
About 90 


per cent of those having acute 
nephritis in 
childhood 
recover,

of nephritis 


there are certain fundamental pro- 
cedures which we must 
bear in 


mind in every case, regardless of 
the activity and severity of the 
condition: 


1. The kidneys must have ade- 
quate rest. 


2. The fluid and 
food intake 


should be regulated. 


3. Elimination through the bow- 


els is necessary. 


4. Elimination should 
also take 


place through the skm. 


Rest of the kidncjs is secured by 


rest in bed and by limning the fluid 
intake.

approaching railroad 


crossings. Icy condition of the high- 
ways 
may 
have contributed to 


their inability to stop in time, how- 
ever. 


When approaching a grade cross- 


ing, start slowing down far back of 
crossing, and never come to a dead 
stop almost on the crossing, for a 
skidding car behind your car may 
shove your car onto the railway 


tracks; the state highway commis- 
sion warns. First apply your brakes 
easily, and if the wheels start skid- 
ding, release the brakes for a sec- 
ond, then apply them easily again. 


If every attempt to stop proves 


futile as your car and a speeding 
train race for the same crossing, 
your 
chances of life are much 


greater if you head off the road 
into the ditch or hit an obstruc- 
tion, than they are if your two-ton 
automobile 
disputes the right-of 


way with an 800-ton 
locomotive. 


Go anywhere, but under the crush- 
ing weight of that 
death-dealing 


train, the commission suggests. 


And if your car should stall on 


the tracks, leap out on the side 
from which the train is approach- 
ing, so you'll not be struck and 
killed by flying wreckage of your 
automobile. 


Town, city and county officials 


also have a grave 
responsibility 


in seeing 
that every crossing is 


properly sanded or cindered regu- 
larly during the icy season, the

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WDA AND THE FUTURE 


The supreme court of Wisconsin held 


WDA unconstitutional because there was 
under that law "virtually a complete ab- 
dication of the state's sovereign power" 
to a private corporation without any re- 
straint or direction excepting as the leg- 
islature may have contributed funds that 
naturally would limit the scope of the 
corporation's activities. 


The court did not discuss another part 


of the constitution that was claimed to 
have been violated probably because, hav- 
ing found a clear reason for annulling the 
law, it followed the usual practices of 
courts of then terminating its discussion. 


But in Section 10 of Article 8 of the 


Wisconsin constitution, and particularly as 
demonstraled by its history, our political 
organizations 
may very well 
find an 


outline of policy for the future, affecting 
such important questions as were touched 
in WDA. 


The quoted section of the Wisconsin 


constitution says: 


"The state shall never contract any 


debt for works of internal improve- 
ment, or be a parly in carrying tfn such 
works." 
In 1903. however, because of a slate- 


wide referendum and the action of the 
people, this section was amended to add: 


"Provided, that the state may ap- 


propriate money in the treasury or to 
be thereafter raised by taxation for 
the construction or improvement of 
public highways." 
It was not until the people approved 


this change in our constitution that the 
state became empowered to take over the 
highway system. Theretofore, 
because 


travel was limited to but a few miles, the 
care and extension of the highways were 
entirely local problems. 


Then in 1924 the section was again 


amended to include this language: 


"Provided that the stale may appro- 


priate moneys for the purpose of ac- 
quiring, reserving and developing the 
foresls of the state, clc." 
Here is a section, and its history, that 


should impel political organizations 
to 


meet the people fairly upon the issue by 
submitting further departures from the 
rule prohibiting the,carrying on of, works 
of internal improvement by the state to 
the people in the same way that highway 
and forest amendments were secured. 


On behalf of Governor LaFolIelte it 


should be said, however, that it was be- 
lieved this section of the constitution was 
legitimately avoided by the creation of a 
private corporation to act instead of hav- 
ing the slate act directly; and it was 
claimed that language used by the su- 
preme court on previous occasions justi- 
fied that conclusion. 


A newspaper is certainly no place to 


argue a proposition of that kind. But as- 
suredly there should be conceded to the 
governor good faith in the methods he 
employed as defined by legal limitations. 
But wouldn't it be belter practice, and 
gain more in the long run, if a simple 
amendment to the constitution was sub- 
mitted to the people by which the state 
•would be authorized to spend such funds 
as the legislature approprialed for the 
purpose of going into the public utility 
business? 


Thus bo specific and fo the point. 
Suppose, for instance, that back in 1P08 


instead of submitting the highway propo- 
sition to the people we formed a private 
corporation to run our highways and in- 
cidentally get around the constitution? 
And suppose in 1924, instead of facing the 
people with the forestry proposition we 
formed another private corporation in or- 
der to sidestep the constitution? 


Since a constitution is so materially a 


list of things that the people do not want 
their rulers to do without their express 
consent, and ihe departure from state 
practices that have existed since 1848 is 
so marked, the practice of amendment 
•would appear to be proper from every 
angle. 


In a practical sense it is even more 


than proper. 
It is not unlikely that Mr. 


LaFollette might be eleced governor next 
November by a 200.000 majority and yet 
the people by as large a majority reject 
such a plan so submitted and supported 
by him. 


cases of extortion have been traced to 
this practice, and even some kidnapings. 


But congress is of the opinion that the 


practice brings about a more wholesome 
atmosphere in the country. Most people 
will fail to see how this is so unless it be 
assumed that the publication of large 
salaries will make those of small salaries 
cleave more closely together in political 
unison. And there may be something to 
this proposition. 


But if we are to continue the practice 


indefinitely we should at least be honest 
about it. If congress obtains a thrill by 
saying to the rank and file of the peo- 
ple, ''Look at that fellow getting all that 
money" we should jerk the curtain back 
far enough to at least expose how much 
of that money is made necessary by acts 
of congress. 


Thus when we publish the fact that 


Mr. Sloan received $500,000 a year we 
should follow with a statement that if 
lie has no further income he must pay 
61 per cent of that amount to the federal 
government. 
Roughly, then, Mr. Sloan 


really gets $200,000 and the federal gov- 
ernment $300,000 out of the salary that 
General Motors has paid. 


I

gress makes him pay the federal govern- 
ment? 


It is not a deep question and one need 


not go far for an answer. 


MR. STUIILDREHER'S ADVICE 
It is to be hoped that Harry Stuhl- 


dreher, athletic director of the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin, started a trend last 
month when he advised young football 
players to select their colleges and uni- 
versities without regard to pressure ap- 
plied by representatives of institutions 
seeking athletic talent. 
As head of an 


important department in the stale's larg- 
est educational 
plant. Mr. Stuhldreher 


spoke in a manner that is consistent with 
the policies of the university. 


His advice comes 
at 
an 
opportune 


time, right when various coaches, as- 
sistant coaches, and athletic department 
representatives are setting out to inter- 
view prospects. 
The southern schools 


particularly, will be among those present. 
It is good advice, too, for high school sen- 
iors—concluding successful 
careers 
in 


sports—should be free to choose the type 
of college best suited to the boys them- 
selves.- The advantage of an easy "ride" 
through college on the basis of athletic 
prowess can easily become a distinct dis- 
advantage following graduation. 


On the surface, Mr. Sluhldreher may 


seem to be a brave, even rash, young 
man. 
He knows perfectly well that the 


success of any coach, no matter how well 
qualified, depends upon his material. He 
knows that much of the best Wisconsin 
talent has, until his arrival, been' going 
elsewhere than to the state university. 
He knows that his university must be pre- 
pared to find jobs for football players 
who need help. He knows that he must 
turn out winning teams to retain his 
position, no matter how well he stands 
today. 


But, for all 
his 
frankness. Harry 


Sluhldreher is nobody's fool. His record 
pretty well demonstrates that the state 
is fortunate to have employed him. The 
fact of the matter is that his advice to boys 
to select their own colleges without re- 
gard to outside pressure will probably 
attract more athletes to Wisconsin than 
had he not given it. 
Any high school 


senior with enough intelligence to make 
good in college can understand that his 
status in a school outside of his normal 
geographic area is likely to be employe 
instead of student. He mtist make good 
or else. 


Mr. Stuhldreher is not cutting his o\vn 


throat, nor is he speaking naively. A high 
school football star, besieged with offers 
from various colleges (and probably be- 
wildered by them) sees the University of 
Wisconsin in a new ligh' 
He can take 


it or leave it. 


The chances are bettered that he will 


take it. 


There is also the delicate problem of whether

Babies Should Acquire 


Habits of Speech Slowly 


BY ANGELO FATRI 


Little children learn to talk because they hear people talking. If they 


•were deprived of that experience they would not learn to talk. That 
means then that we should talk to the babies, gently, not too much in the 
beginning, but always talking a little as we wait on them. "Now you will 
have a bath." "Now you go to sleep." "Here is your bottle." These phrases 
repeated again and again throughout the days will take on meaning. The 
baby will know bath, sleep, and bottle long before he can shape his 
tongue to them. 


"He understands, bilt he cannot talk,'' his mother will say, and she will 


be right. 


The first words babies say are short ones, and they are used not for 


their precise meaning, but as symbols. "No," "Yes," "Please," cover 
•whole fields of emotion or desire. "No" means the infant does not feel in 
agreement with the idea or the mood or the conditions about him. It is 
not a mere refusal to obey. It is an indication of unrest, dissatisfaction, 
disagreement. It ought to be carefully interpreted before any action is 
taken upon it. What in his situation is disagreeable? What thing, person, 
situation is NO to him? 


"Yes," is the symbol of positive 


conditions. Usually he Is pleased. 
Things' suit him generally. 
His 


"Yes," means that all is right with 
bis world. 


•"Please"' is a symbol of prayer, of 


wanting, wishing. When he smiles 
and says. "Please," it may not be a 
request for any one gift or privilege, 
but an indication of yearning, a de- 
sire for a feeling of satisfaction of 
come sort. 
. The first words of a child's vo- 
cabulary are not to be taken too 
literally. Even for some years to 
come they are symbolic, the best 
and the clearest expression on a 
little child can make for the con- 


fusion of feeling that is within him. 
Time and practice must give him 
mastery over words. And first he 
must learn the bare words. The 
sounds that have so little meaning 
for him when first he hears them, 
must be mastered one by one, no 
light task for a child. 


Learning words is first a matter 


of hearing. The child must hear the 
words accurately before he at- 
tempts to say them. He will have to 
hear them many times before he 
will even attempt to say them. 
Name words arc usually easier for 
infants to learn than the others, so 
it is wise to name the things the

If the heart balances against a sym- 
bol of truth, the double is judged to 
have spoken truly and can enter 
upon a pleasant after-life. 
If the 


heart does not balance, the double is 
condemned to be eaten by a mon- 
sicr or to suffer in some other man- 
ner. 


If we think of Egypt's long his- 


tory, we do not wonder that other 
ideas existed about the future life. 
Some priests taught that there was 
a place in the northeastern heavens 
where the good might go. 
Their 


spirits were supposed to take the 
form of birds, or to be carried by 
birds. Other priests said that the 
spirits took the form of stars, and 
that this explained why so many 
stars could be seen at night.
